I think they’re going to be 
sending something like 6,000 police 
and uniformed military. It’s not 
done to protect the safety of the 
President of United States; it’s done 
to prevent the sort of demonstration 
that attended Bush’s inauguration 
four years ago. So it’s an oppressive 
atmosphere here in the U.S. of A.” 


THE PRESS WORKS FOR GEORGE 
But, as Lapham points out in his 
book, oppression is hardly a new 
thing in the Land of the Free. He 
spends considerable time citing 


other American epochs where public 


dissent was effectively defused by 
legislation, deception, sabotage and 
plain old brute force. But the Bush 
administration, in Lapham’s view, is 
piloted by champion demagogues 
who turned the Tragic Events of 
September 11, 2001 intoa political 
windfall and who keep Americans 


scared enough to go along with poli- 


cies that result in thousands of 
deaths in far away places and the 
erosion of personal freedoms at 
home. 

“The foreign war that we have 
declared against all the world’s 
evil is the lollipop that they 
stuff in the mouth of the 
possibly restive electorate 
or quarrelsome press. The 
very clear political uses 
of the war and the con- 
stant effort on the part 
of the government to 
raise the levels of fear 
in the American peo- 
ple... I've never seen 
it to the extent you 
now see it. And you 
also have people 
who are very hos- 
tile to the very 
idea of democratic 
government and 
you can see that 
in the appoint- 
ments that Bush 
has already 
made—the

appointment of [Alberto] Gonzales 
as attomey general. Gonzales is the 
guy who dreamed up our exemp- 
tion from the Geneva conventions. 
And now you have [Michael] 
Chertoff, who is the new head of 
Homeland Security, who is another 
hard-line [type}—shut people up, 
throw them in jail, declare anybody 
an enemy combatant. So you have 
the prosecutor temperament at both 
the Justice Department and the 
Department of Homeland Security, 
and you can be sure that both 
Gonzales and Chertoff will encour- 
age greater and more invasive sur- 
veillance of the American people. 
These are not good guys, at least not 
in my view.” 

What's more, Bush and his crew 
appear to have dragooned the press 
into service as disseminators of pro- 
paganda and apologists for the fail- 
ures of administration policy that the 
government hasn’t been able to side- 
step. This, Lapham notes, is also 
nothing new and, in this case, a fur- 
ther manifestation of the Bush gov- - 
ernment's “with us or against us” 
mentality. 

“The mainstream media has been, 
pretty much since the Cold War, an 
instrument of government. It gives 
them their access, it gives them a 
sense of their importance, it gets 
them invitations to travel with the 
troops in foreign war, it brings them 
into the White House and so on. It 
puts them at the knee of power.” 


THE CURE FOR DESPAIR 

But what is new, Lapham says, is 
the ease with which the government 
limits public discourse on its poli- 
cies, thanks to an electorate weaned 
on cheap diversions and dependent 
on television for its view of the 
world

Then, much to our surprise, lots 
of big and little things are done 
right, including the aforementioned 
scene with the gunfire, Baddies run 
towards the besieged building, their 
Weapons pop-pop-popping. Instead 
of putting you right at the ends of 
the action where the bullets are 
released or stopped, as per the con- 
ventional wisdom, the camera is 
watching from a weird angle way, 
way down the street, with the 
sound of gunfire muffled by dis- 
tance and snow. Who does that? 
And why don’t more people? It 
reinforces the feeling of isolation 
and re-establishes the sense of scale. 
It’s a small thing, but effective. 

That periodic inclination to swim 
against the tide is more that superfi- 
cial. In the typical firefight, any 
number of peripheral characters 
and black hats can be dispatched, as 
long as the protagonist and his 
acceptably helpful but acceptably 
helpless chick make it. Assault on 
Precinct 13’s shocking reminder that 
all that shooting has a cost knocks 
the wind from the sails of the 
besieged and the audience simulta- 
neously, and isn’t the point of 
movies to make you feel? 

The performers are up to the 
challenge, making nice work of the 
criss-crossing lines of tension and 
the incrementally added layers of 
dilemma. The psychological coun- 
terpoint is especially good between 
two characters who have to mea- 
sure inclination and expedience: 
Hawke, as the wound-up reluctant 
leader, and Fishburne, whose men- 
ace is both balanced and augment- 
ed by surprising humour as deli- 
ciously dark as his voice is deep 
and his delivery is measured.

All this makes the movie's imper- 
fections all the more disappointing, 
although some of the deficiencies 
are perhaps cosmetic. All the win- 
dows have been shot out in the 
middle of a snowstorm—why isn’t 
anyone cold, and why can’t you see 
their breath? Moreover, although 
one or two scenes make Detroit 
(psst: it’s Toronto) look truly win- 
tery, those scenes only emphasize 
the fakeness of the rest, despite the 
Precinct building's fantastic interior. 

Other problems may reflect sub- 
mission to temptation. Sure it’s 
gruesomely cooler if the icicle goes 
in the guy’s eye, but wouldn’t his 
neck have been a more probable 
quick-dispatch target? 

The most disappointing short- 
comings, however, can be put 
down to sloppiness, and we're not 
just talking about the aiming inepti- 
tude of the baddies or the remark- 
able unobtrusiveness of a large- 
scale operation or the sudden 
appearance of trees. No: the prob- 
lem is that periodically someone 
offscreen apparently calls a time out 
so that one or two of the characters 
can stop looking terror-stricken, 
abandon the posts from which 
they've been nervously surveying 
the scene outside, and take time to 
savour a moment of unhurried con- 
templation and meanin 
exchange. It’s the old Can't Sustain 
the Scenario problem: happens to 
the best of them, but it’s still a darn 
shame. 

So is the typically machismo- 
laced message about what it means 
to be a man, but these days perhaps 
it's enough to see a shoot-em-up 
with actual tension, honest to good- 
ness smart mouths, and a few sur- 
prises.

EDMONTON FILMGOERS HAVE, IN THE 
past couple of years, been blessed 
with periodic opportunities to see the 
masterworks of Japanese auteur 

Akira Kurosawa in brand new 35 mm 
prints. Curiously, it’s the films that 
first helped establish Kurosawa’s 
international reputation that are final- 
ly making their way to Metro Cinema 
this weekend, films that attest to his 
position as one of world cinema‘s 
greatest storytellers whose influence is 
more pervasive than western audi- 
ences suspect 

Rashomon (Jan 20, 22 at 7 pm, Jan 23 

at 9 pm) put Japanese film on the 
world cinema radar screen when it 
won the Golden Lion at the 1951 
Venice Film Festival, the first of a 
string of international awards that 
attached themselves to the movie and 
its director. Part of the ruckus created 
by Rashomon owed to its unusual nar- 
rative structure. Focusing ona rape 
and a murder in 12th Century Japan, 
Rashomon is told in flashbacks, but it 
becomes apparent that none of the 
narrators is especially reliable, their 
accounts distorted by vested interests, 
cowardice and pride. As three peas- 
ants shelter from a torrential rain- 
storm ina ruined pagoda, they dis- 
cuss the details of the case. A wood- 
cutter (Takashi Shimura) and a monk 
(Minoru Chiaki) recount the trial sur- 
rounding the crime in which the ban- 
dit accused of the dastardly deeds 
(Toshiro Mifune), the wife (Machiko 
Kyo) and the deceased husband 
(Masayuki Mori), speaking through a 
medium, give their versions, none of 
which appear to square the facts. 
What's keeping the seemingly decent 
woodcutter from telling what he real- 
ly knows?

Kurosawa’s movies, Rashomon moves 
at a steady clip, advanced by breath- 
less editing, a very mobile camera, 
and vibrant performances. It intro- 
duced western audiences to Toshiro 
Mifune, who crackles with malevo- 
lent glee as the barbaric bandit, until 
his boastful account of the crime is 
undermined by an opposing set of 
facts. Mifune’s physical expressive- 
ness is a show unto itself. 

In the end, Kurosawa isn’t so con- 
cerned with the whodunnit aspect of 
the story so much as what each ver- 
sion of the story reveals about the 
teller, and about the survival of 
human decency in the swirl of subjec- 
tivity and equivocation that attends 
the crime and trial. But somehow 
Rashomon is as compelling for the 
story it tells as the ideas it raises. 
Kurosawa got a screenwriting credit 
when Martin Ritt remade it as a west- 
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em called The Oyfrage in 1964 

The Hidden Fortress (Jan. 21 at 9 
p-m., Jan. 24 at7 p.m.) was one of 
Kurosawa’s most successful film 
Japan when it came out in 1958, but it 
has probably become better known to 
western audiences as the putative 
inspiration for George Lucas’s St 
Wars. Lucas has said the inspiratio 
largely came from the way the action 
of The Hidden Fortress is seen from the 
perspective of minor characters—two 
squabbling, greedy peasants (Minon 
Chiaki and Kamatari Fujiwara) who 
misadventures bring them into glane- 
ing contact with heroism, a devic 
Kurosawa no doubt borrowed from 
his beloved Shakespeare.

He was devastated to learn 
that the woman he thought was his sister 
was really his mother. His career went 
into a tailspin as the children of the '60s 
rejected Squareness. And now... his life 
story has been entrusted to schmaltz 
farmer Kevin Spacey. 

Look, if you want to bring the story of 
a really fascinating person to the screen, a 
moderately gifted artiste can probably do 
a decent job. But when one mid-level per- 
former takes on the story of another, par- 
ticularly when it means a ham winds up 


playing a ham, well... the repulsive prop- 
erties of like and like really come into play. 
Spacey has been trying to make this 
picture for 12 years. Perhaps that devo- 
tion has affected his objectivity, because 
he decided that he was meant not only to 
play Bobby Darin in Beyond the Sea but 
also to direct and co-write the movie. If 
he really cared about his subject, he 
might have looked to his previous suc- 
cess as a director (1996's Albino 
Alligator) and as a fabulist (his semi- 
famous not-mugged-but-tripped-over- 
dog fiasco) and sought outside help. 
Unfortunately, Spacey clearly identifies 
with Darin, an often-beleaguered per- 
former who liked best to triumph over 
adversity by adhering to his own counsel 
So, “Splish Splash” turns mish mash, 
a hodgepodge of styles intermittently 
leaning on pedestrian narration and indif- 





ferent camera work, a hokey rendering of 
show biz philosophy, with little real drama 
except some tidily prettified unpleasant- 
ness. To be moved by this packed 
recounting of history, you have to already 
be a fan, like the director. Beyond the Sea 
IS a portrait of a self-absorbed performer 
whose late embrace of folk music and 
Social Causes is treated superficially 
whether he was sincere or whether he 
was simply failing to recognize his limita- 
tions and therefore embracing new livery 
to extend his best-before date. Yet again, 
it's The Great American Fable: just suc- 
ceed, never mind at what or how'trivial 
and remember that if you try, you will 
succeed. Successful people love to 
embrace that mythology, despite its being 
unmitigated horse shit 

Particularly unfortunate for Beyond the 
Sea is that it was released at roughly the 
same time as Ray, a much better movie 
about a vastly more talented performer 
and a more interesting subject.

The early scenes are a little alienating. 
People move along the lines laid out for 
them by the architecture that surrounds 
them.

ON SOME INDEFINABLE PLANE 
caught somewhere between the con- 
scious and unconscious, there are 
bizarre couplings of the imagination, 
or the flesh. In the case of Michael 
McClure’s 1965 freewheeling, post- 
modern rant, the coupling (such as it 
is) takes place between the ultimate 
screen Bitch-Goddess, Jean Harlow, 
and that icon of the imaginary Wild 
West, Billy the Kid. The two “duke it 
out in a Blue Velvet Eternity”—as 
described in the media release. It’s a 
nod to that other freewheeling con- 
scious/ unconscious absurdist opus, 
David Lynch's Blue Velvet. Like that 
movie, The Beard isn’t for the faint of 
heart 

Linda Grass and Jesse Gervais are 
the iconic figures, doomed to taunt 
or beard each other in their other- 
worldly cage. The maestro of mad- 
ness is none other than Trevor 
Schmidt 

Caught during a break in 
rehearsal, Grass and Gervais have 
the air of two people having huge 
and exhausting fun. They’re both 
enthusiastic about the script even 
though Grass says she wasn’t com- 
pletely sure what was going on the 
first time she read it. “I had a certain 
idea, but the moment you've gone 
through the text, like anything, you 
say, ‘Oh! OK.’ Plotwise it’s Harlow 
and Billy the Kid, two archetypes in 
eternity, and what they do is they 
have to come to some truth, and for

some reason they need each other to 
get to this truth (McClure] says he 
sees them as animals and it’s kind of 
a mating dance.

IDEAS OVER WEIRDNESS 

The Beard has another meaning 
too, as slang for pubic hair. 
According to Jesse Gervais this con- 
cept was played to the max in the 
original 1965 run. “They wore little 
paper triangular beards on their 
faces. The dramaturg says it was 
probably weirdness for weirdness’s 
sake!” 

Needless to say, the actors’ faces 


at least will be beardless in this pro- 
duction. Weirdness will be 
eschewed in favour of ideas. 
Gervais says the play takes on states 
of being “It’s also a lot about the 
connection between the mind and 
the body. McClure does go on to say 
that there should be no division 
between mind and body, and essen- 
tially Billy the Kid refers to himself 
as ‘a bag of meat’ and to Jean that 
way too. It’s just flesh and she feels 
that she is an illusion, that her beau- 
ty is illusive. It’s about them coming 
to grips with these two concepts. 
They realize that through their 
desire for one another that they’re 
able to intermingle those concepts 
so that they become sheer spint in 
the guise of meat.” 

To that end, Grass says they're 


playing the archetypes rather than 
the historical figures. “What is she? 
What does Jean mean? Well, she’s 
femininity, she’s also kind of one of 
the boys, the cigar smoking tough- 
talking girl or broad. Very much 
about the whole screen image.” As 
for Billy the Kid... “The idea of what 
he was and the reality are two total- 
ly different things.

SPEAKING IN TONGUES, SHADOW 
Theatre's first production of 2005, is 
the Canadian Premiere of a psycho- 
logical thriller with a significant soci- 
ological twist, says director John 
Hudson. “Andrew Bovell’s play isa 
cleverly written mystery about the 
sudden disa ofa woman 
and how nine different characters 
link up to the event ina six-degrees- 
of-Kevin-Bacon kind of way.” 

The award-winning Australian 
play, by the author of Strictly

Lantana in 1998. The Shadow 
duction stars Coralie Cairns, Bri 


Ley as the nine characters awash in 
their own confounding universe of 
infidelities and miscommunication. 

“The play is also about how our 
society has become greatly discon- 
nected and how many people are 
struggling to reach out and recon- 
nect,” says Hudson. “In part it has to 
do with how some forces in our soci- 
ety try and turn everything around 
us into a commodity. 

“It’s a deeply passionate story 
that shows people responding to 
that trend. It’s a really well-crafted 
and wonderfully textured work 
that had a gigantic run in Australia 
and has played all over the world.” 

When pressed to compare 
Speaking in Tongues to something 
from the Canadian canon, Hudson 
picks the gritty work of Judith 
Thompson, with the exception that 
Bovell works with more “sophisti- 
cated and middle class” prota; 
nists as compared to those of he 
Canuck author of White Biting Dog 
and Lion in the Streets. 

“We've been scouting Australian 

lays for several years now and 
ve been finding some real 
There's a real strong theatre tradi- 
tion there,” he says. 
“We also knew that our audience 


would really dig this play. It’s a 
very smart work for people who 
like their theatre smart.” 

Hudson sees the play fitting well 
into the larger Edmonton theatre 
season in large part because of the 
similarities between the Canuck 
and Oz cultures. 

“The biggest difference between 
the two nations is that Australia 
doesn’t live beside a giant like the 
U.S. and has more distance to com- 
ment on the dominance of America 
on the western world. The discon- 
nect that the play talks about start- 
ed in the U.S., going back to their 
building of huge highways that 
started a super-fast culture that 
drove family and friends apart,” he 
says. 

Hudson sees this increasing Wal- 


Martification of western culture as a 


dangerous leap away from an 
almost hardwired need for signifi- 
cant and meaningful community. 
“For 290,000 years our species lived 
in small, deeply connected commu- 
nities. We have a real need for love 
and friendship and are starting to 
fight back to regain our lost connec- 
tions.” 

As for the play’s genre, Hudson, 
a fan of the print mysteries of 
Lawrence Black, asserts that every- 
body likes a good mystery at some 
level, seeing this sophisticated 
thriller of a play as a fresh alterna- 
tive to the flood of mass market ori-

\s. A DANCE CURATOR, BRIAN WEBB IS 
always looking to find “something 
beautiful... a piece that’s ground 
breaking, personal, unique,” aiming, 
to slot the brightest movers and 
shakers of the international contem- 
sorary dance scene into his compa- 
ny's season. “It’s a great privilege 
and responsibility,” he says. “I’m 
inviting the public to come see this 
articular work and I’masking them 
to stand up and to pay attention.” 
Webb's mandate is “dance from 
he community, for the community,” 
and consequently he’s drawn to 
hardworking artists driven to con- 
nect with the community.

“There aren’titoo many dance 
pieces I create that I don’t take on 
tour,” Webb states. “A dance isn’t 
complete until you perform it and 
get that energy from the audience. 
Dance is not an isolationist activity.” 
Webb’s latest solo work, I’m 
Standing Here Before You, premieres 
this weekend at the John L. Haar 
neatre; his former student and now 
‘colleague Tania Alvarado presents 
e premiere of Still. Both pieces 
were slated for last year’s season, but 
ere postponed in the face of a 
wer-than-expected box office for 
La La La Human Steps at the Jubilee.

For Tania Alvarado’s Still, Webb 
has the highest praise, “Tania never 
ceases to amaze me, in how frank 
she is in her dancing—her dances 
are truly her. I can see in her dances 
what a complex person she is.” 

Webb describes Alvarado’s piece 
as emotional, exploring that moment 
when you realize maybe you've 
been sleepwalking, and you're 
shocked into the realization that 
things aren't what you thought 
“That's a personal place to go and 
she does it totally full-out, with total 
abandon.” 

I'm Standing Here Before You and 
Still will be performed at the 
National Arts Centre in Ottawa for 
the Alberta Scene Festival this 
spring. What will the work convey 
to the rest of Canada about the state 
of modern dance in the west? 
“Contemporariness,” says Webb. 
“Tania and I are very contemporary 
artists—we don’t look to the past, 
we're more interested in the 
future—that reflects a maverick, 
Alberta sensibility. And we both 
work interdisciplinary with video 
and collaborate with musicians 
which means we come from a com- 
munity of artists that work and play 
together.”

THEATRE NETWORK'S PRODUCTION OF 
Michel Tremblay’s Hosanna is a dou- 
ble celebration of sorts. The 1975 
piece, which details a momentous 
evening in the lives of Cuirette and 
Hosanna—respectively a leather 
and drag queen—and their relation- 
ship, marks its 30th anniversary this 
year, as does Theatre Network. 

Hosanna is directed by Bradley 

Moss and features Darrin Hagen as 
Hosanna, with Jeff Page as her 
loyer/ partner Cuirette. Hosanna is 
one of the classic roles of the mod- 
ern Canadian stage, and Hagen is 
finding the experience serendipi- 
tous. “I feel honoured to be playing 
this role. As an actor you get few 
chances where the right role in the 
right time of your life comes along 
and you're the right person and the 
right age AND the right person « 
asks you to do it. How many times 
will I get the chance to do this inmy 
life?” 

No member of this artistic trio is 
a Tremblay neophyte. Page and 
Moss worked on For the Pleasure of 
Seeing Her Again a few seasons ago, 
while Hagen and Moss recently 
joined forces to produce a lesser- 
known work, La Duchesse de 
Langeais, with La Duchesse being an 
anecdotal character in the later 
Hosanna. 

Page says the experience has 
been an interesting one. “For the 
Pleasure of Seeing her Again, is one of 
Tremblay’s later plays, so it’s inter- 
esting to have done that before I did 
this. Ina strange way, I can see 
where Tremblay’s theatricality was 
headed and the confidence he has 
in theatre as a medium, the confi- 
dence he has in the idea of theatrical 
transformation, which is what 
Hosanna‘s all about. The way he 
isn’t afraid to be personal on the 
stage. I love that he’s not scared of 
fucked up people. I don’t think he 
has an interest in sted who isn’t 
super-messed up. The characters in 


Hosanna are obviously full of tur- 
moil and we're really trying to 
work something out”. 


THE INSIDER’S VOICE 

That assessment of people living, 
on the edge is one Bradley Moss 
embraces enthusiastically, and he 
points to Tremblay’s treatment of 
people as the hook which engages 
both audience and artist. “He 
doesn’t marginalize anyone. People 
are allowed to be fully nasty and full 
of humour—the full range of being 
human, yet you have the sense that 
he knows them, he has this compas- 
sion so that you can’t help, as you 
work on it, [getting] pulled into it”. 

There’s no denying the dramatic 
fascination of the interactions 
between Hosanna and Cuirette, a 
relationship that is tremulously frag- 
ile beneath the bitchery, which says 
Hagen, is pretty true to life. “That's 
how all relationships are: they're 
beautiful and they're nasty, they're 
love and they’re hate. There are 
embraces and there are slaps—emo- 
tional slaps that you get all the time. I 
think he’s one of the most empathetic 
writers I’ve ever run into. When we 
were working on La Duchesse, | said 
to Brad ‘We've got to call this guy 
up, I'm positive he’s done drag.’ So 
we talked to his [agents] and they 
said ‘No he never has’. I was so sure 
because it just seemed like such a 
fucking insider's voice, that he could 
translate this concept into this char- 
acter that’s so real, so honest, has 
been through it.” 

Moss, Hagen and Page say its 
Tremblay’s delicately incisive grasp 
of humanity’s foibles and idiosycra- 
cies that make his plays compelling. 
Says Page, “I’ve always thought of 
Tremblay as the guy who's sitting a 
room full of absolutely fascinating 
people in the corner, not saying a 
word, That's the visual I get [from 
the lines] he’s getting it all, he’s a 
sponge.” 

In the past year, Edmonton has 
seen four Tremblay’s produced—La 
Duchesse, Encore une fois, s‘il vous per- 
mettez, Hosanna and Les Belles Soeurs.

ing to me,” says Hagen. He ascribe 
the longevity and popularity of the 
writer throughout the world to one 
thing; “Universality.

specific you get as a writer, the more 
people define themselves in that 
even if we're talking about drag 
queens and leather queens or inner 
city Montreal. He writes about peo- 
ple and ina detailed manner. You 
can’t help but love the writing and 
seeing how specifically he points 
out what we are all about as 
humans. Ultimately his writing 
transcends anything that is political 
or separatist or Quebecois, he’s one 
of our finest Canadian writers” 


LIFTS... AND SEPARATES? 
And there's the rub; Hosanna is 

oftentimes held up as the Separatist 
play, but the actors and director 
insist politics isn’t what the play is 
about. Moss says that Tremblay has 
admitted “when push comes to 
shove that Hosanna is an allegory 
but only in the sense of identity, in 
the search for identity; Quebec with 
in something bigger, trying to figut 
out who are we, what are we? 
Where do we belong? That's as far 
as he will go in terms of any sort ol 
politics.

Traditional, that is, with the exception of 
the huge freestanding old-fashioned 
wardrobe (a “stand-up” closet) off to one 
corner of the stage.

ROLLING WINTER 

Last winter, Sudbury-based Maki 
puddied up with Halifax songwriter 
Ruth Minnikin for a cross-country 
tour with a fabulous titke—one that 
would not be out of place on an 
adult video rack—“Kate & Ruth: 
Alone, Together.” Much to the dis- 
appointment of middle-aged guys in 
soiled trenchcoats everywhere, the 
name referred to the way the ladies 
divvyed up the music. Each would 
doa set of their songs, backed by the 
other. The experiment worked for 
audiences, and Maki and Minnikin 
had a blast bombing across Canada 
ogether. 

i: last year’s tour with 
Minnikin as a template, the inex- 
haustible Maki started rounding up 
ore cohorts for a more ambitious 
outing.

THE CONVERSATION WENT LIKE THIS 
Me: “Check this out: these jailbait 
girls decide to forma band. They 
pick up their instruments, no back- 
ground, no nothing. They start play- 
ing, get a couple gigs, and not even a 
year goes by and they get recruited 
by an indie label and put out an EP. 
Now they’re 19, on a cross-Canada 
tour being promoted by Universal 
Music.” 

My Y-chromosomal pal: “Wow. 
That fuckable, eh?” 

Though the Torontonians who 
make up Magneta Lane are certainly 
attractive, photogenic young ladies, 
the trio has done more to deserve the 
considerable buzz they've generated 
than just simply look gorgeous. 

The aforementioned label, Paper 
Bag Records, released the aforemen- 
tioned EP, The Constant Lover, late 
last year to a deafening media cho- 
Tus of Runaways-meets-Blondie- 
meets-the Go-Gos descriptors. 
Rightly so, but Strokes-with-a-sex- 
change is another apt comparison— 
and not just because they are young 
and pretty, and you would like to 
hate them except that they don’t 
suck. As with the New York poster 
children for populist alterna-rock, 
there’s nothing new going on here, 
but they have great energy, a good 
grasp of melody and straightfor- 
ward head-bobbing rhythm, and 
lyrics and thematic subjects that, 
while not being at all profound, cer- 
tainly are not cringe-inducing, which 
is always a worry when the writer is 
still in her teens. The title track in 
particular is an infectious toe-tapper, 





and overall the effort is solid, if a lit- 
tle uniform 

The hype, unfortunately, is obnox- 
ious. Forests have died so writers 
could marvel at Magneta Lane's 
youth and gender. And unbeliev- 
ably, at their self-confessed “moodi- 
ness,” which seems to pander to the 
worst Betty and Veronica stereo- 
types. 

Lexi Valentine, the group's gui- 
tarist, lyricist, and front woman, is 
not yet sick of enduring interviews, 
despite the limited scope of conver- 
sation. “1 like talking to people,” she 
shrugs, exhibiting a disposition that 
runs counter to the moody tag, “and 
there‘s a different response with 
each interview.” 

She is equally sanguine about the 
trajectory and acceleration of her 
band’s career, although she under- 
stands that it’s remarkable that 
they've gotten this far with so little 
struggle. Valentine says, “Yeah, 
there’s a sense that we're lucky. I 
can’t describe it—everything has 
kind of flowed.” 

She acknowledges that they’ve 
had plenty of help and good coun- 
sel, especially from Paper Bag 
denizens, but Valentine is quick to 
deny any Malcolm McLaren-ism. 
“Every decision made, we're com- 
fortable with it. The label has given 
us artistic freedom, and decisions are 
only made if the three of us are com- 
fortable.” 

“Tt can be scary, but we're not 
completely freaking out,” she adds, 
“The minute you start being naive— 
that’s when things come crashing 
down.” 

Ultimately the trio relies on each 
other for reality-checks. Valentine 
describes drummer and collaborator 
Nadia King, who is also her cousin, 
as “the secret brain behind every- 
thing. She’s the mastermind.” She

notes that bassist French (no last 
name) balances the band, often pla 
ing peacekeeper. Valentine genera 
winds up as the spokesperson, but 
she maintains that’s less a set role 
than a function of being the only 
band member not currently fielding 
other responsibilities. 

“French goes to Ryerson and 
Nadia works fulltime. We respect 
each other, we respect each others 
decisions to try other things, but 
Magneta is still the priority for all of 
us. 

The band definitely edges out ali 
other commitments for the next few 
weeks, as the girls embark on their 
first big tour. In Vancouver, they 
also have a date with ZeD, doing a 
couple songs live on the CBC show 

“The most exciting thing is play 
ing live shows,” Valentine enthuses, 
“Being on stage is a spontaneous 
thing; it’s visual. We get people 
going, spazzing out on stage.” 

It's an opposite experience to the 
studio, which she classifies as need- 
ing, “patience—it’s slow work.” 
After gratifying their impulses for 
immediacy on this tour, the girls will 
head back into the studio to record 
their full length. 

It'll be interesting to watch 
Magneta Lane mature. And in the 
meantime, itll be interesting to 
watch them “spazzing out” through 
their set. And of course, to see just 
how fuckable they are.

ON THE LINE FROM HIS NEW HOME IN 
Portland Oregon, David Rea proves 
to be a raconteur of the highest 
order, mixing stories of working 

yith the Grateful Dead, lan and 
Sylvia and Gordon Lightfoot as well 
as his experiences learning the blues 
at the feet of Reverend Gary Davis 
and Lonnie Johnson. “J still have the 
same enthusiasm for music and per- 
formance today that I had at 17,” he 
says. While the music world has 
changed over the years there are 
aspects that remain immutable. 

Great players are still great play- 
ers inspired songwriters still write 
unforgettable songs, and performers 
who love the music still embrace 
sharing it with an audience. 
Currently, Rea is working on putting 
together an album of songs by other 
people that fits his aesthetic. “My 
philosophy,” he states, “Is that you 
have to put more into the world than 
you're taking out.” To that end he's 
collecting and arranging gems by 
Billy Joe Shaver, Guy Clark, and oth- 
ers, along with a few originals. 

5orn of lrish-American descent 
just outside of Akron, Ohio, Rea’s 
introduction to music came at an 
early age. “My parents both loved 
music, so there was always music 
around the house. In addition to the 
serman and Irish folk that they 
played, there was the radio. Akron 
in those days was a real stopping off 
)int for poor southerners, black 
and white, heading north for work. 
‘You could turn on the radio and 
hear BB. King and Slim Harpo, 

vhile the next station on the dial 
would be playing the Stanley 
Brothers... it was a polyglot of 
music—blues, bluegrass, country, it 

‘as all there.” After taking classical 

aining in piano, Rea found himself 
drawn to the blues, “I would head 
‘own to Howard Street, where you 
could hear the real thing.” 
_ Around the same time that was 
/appening, Rea’s family would 
Spend summers on the French River 

Ontario. “When I was 14, I saw a 
poster for the second Mariposa Folk 

stival and convinced my parents 
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to let me go.” By this time Rea had 
dropped piano. Armed with a sleep- 
ing bag, guitar, and banjo, he 
hopped ona bus and made his way 
to the festival. “I was just sitting 
around, picking a bit, when Sylvia 
Tyson came up and introduced her- 
self and remarked that she liked my 
playing. In those days I was finger 
picking—a style not too common as 
most players were using a flat pick.” 
One thing led to another and before 
Rea knew it he was living in Toronto 
and recording with Ian and Sylvia 
and Gordon Lightfoot, among oth- 
ers. It was also around this time that 
he met a group of blues men that 
had made Toronto their home. 
“Reverend Gary Davis, Lonnie 
Johnson, Son House, all these living 
legends were approachable,” Rea 
reminisces, “and they all took the 
time to share the blues with me. I 
was just in the right place at the right 
time to absorb the actual walking, 
talking history around me.” 

In the ensuing 40 years, Rea has 
recorded and worked with the New 
Riders of the Purple Sage, Grateful 
Dead, Fairport Convention, Corky 
Laing, Judy Collins, Tom Rush, and 
a host of others. The royalties from 
his most famous composition, 
“Mississippi Queen,” continue to 
“pay the child support,” but he says 
that winning a Gabriel Award for 
his CBC radio series on Robert 
Johnson is something he’s more 
proud of. 

Which may be why he is so 
stoked about returning to Edmonton 
to perform a series of shows with 
Edmonton bluesman Mark Sterling. 
“1 love working with Mark...we both 
have an encyclopedic knowledge of 
music, we share musical influences, 
and we don’t have to step on each 
other’s toes to make a musical point. 
I think he’s the best thing since sliced 
bread.”

BLUEBIRD NORTH IS MODELED AFTER THE 
famous Bluebird Café in Nashville, a leg- 
endary hangout for some of the best song- 
writers on the planet. Shortly after opening 
in the early '80s, the Bluebird began host- 
ing an evening for writers where they 
could audition and perform new material. 
Over the years these evenings became 
hugely popular and such artists as Kathy 
Mattea and Garth Brooks took part while 
developing their careers. 

It seemed natural then for The 
Songwriters Association of Canada (SAC), 
a national organization devoted to 
Canadian songwriters, lyricists, and com- 
posers to bring the concept north in an 
effort to nurture the craft of songwriting. 
Next Wednesday (January 26th) at the 
Sidetrack Café Blair Packham and Shari 
Ulrich will host an evening of music featur- 
ing original material from Andy 
Stochansky, Billy Klippert, Andy Kim and 


Emm Gryner 

Gryner has had a successful career as 
an independent artist, with sales in the tens 
of thousands on her own record label, 
Dead Daisy Records and two more discs 
slated for release this winter. Songs of 
Love and Death was launched this past 
Tuesday and she plans to travel to Sweden 
to complete work on an album of original 
material to be released ina couple of 
months. After that, her band is off ona 
tour of the Philippines. 

On the line from Toronto, where she 
has just finished a sound check, Grynef is 
candid about her past influences, present 
work and future projects. “I started playing 
classical piano when | was five, took up the 
bass at 14, and then made my way to 
sound recording school shortly after that.” 
After moving to Toronto from Montreal she 
“slugged it out in the clubs” for a couple of 
years before signing with Mercury in 1998. 
“Musically, when | was growing up in the 
'B0s there were creative people that | was 
drawn to... Prince, Peter Gabriel, the 
Eurythmics. Then | started listening to clas- 
sic songwriters like Neil Young and Joni 
Mitchell and took a real interest in the 
grunge sound. Eventually, | became aware 
of Indies, people who make music they love 
unconstrained by labels.” 








Which explains why, after things wen: 
sour with Mercury; Gryner started her o 
label. “People like Ani DiFranco, who ha 
her own label and Sonic Unyon in Toront 
inspired me. | knew | could do a lot of it 
my own... | knew how to run a copy 
machine and had my recording credentia 
{t didn’t hurt that my parents had run a 
Newspaper out of our house when | was 
growing up. That convinced me that | could 
do it on my own.” 

Gryner has her own take on songwriting 
as well. “I write out of necessity, I’m not 
really one to sit down and write a song in 15 
minutes. |'m inspired to write songs for and 
about people. Sometimes it's a fast process 
and sometimes you just hang-on to a song 
until eventually you have to let it go anc 
see what happens.” 

As far as Bluebird North is concerned 
Gryner is a newbie, “I've never done a 
Bluebird North,” she says, “But I’ve beer 
on songwniting panels, and I'm really look 
ing forward to taking part in the process.’ —

(T WOULD BE EASY TO CONSIDER THE FROSTED 
Tipz as an offshoot project of either Les

In many ways, it wouldn't be completely 
wrong. But it wouldn't be entirely true 
either 

Gathering members of the live incarna- 
tion of both groups, The Frosted Tipz are 
a different breed, halfway between the 
Yeah Yeah Yeahs’ electro-clash and the 
Detroit Cobras garage rock reVival sound. 
At the same time, the roots of the band 
go beyond sound, finding their origins in 
a tight-knit group of friends.

Non-Status — When you have local vet- 
erans like WON18 and DGC vouching 
for you, you're obviously not just the 
flavour of the month.

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LUDACRIS 

Red Light District 
(Def Jam 2004)

LUDACRIS IS A HUGE PERSONALITY IN THE HIP- 
hop world, and within hearing the first few 
minutes of Red Light District, it's easy to 
say why. His rhymes bounce skillfully 
over some Timbaland beats, and as arro- 
gant an attitude as he projects, you can't 
help but like the guy. Luda’s flow is tight, 
with a crisp, melodic style that usually 
compliments the production quite well; a 
key factor in hip-hop that is often under- 
estimated or overlooked. 

And the production is mostly solid 
throughout, often better. A couple of the 
beats are fantastic: “Spur of the Moment” 
is straight G-Funk; “The Potion” is another 
Timbaland production that works bizarre 
squawks and tribal loops into the finest 
track on the album. Most other times Red 
Light District has a clubbier feel to it, and 
while that certainly isn't meant as a slight, 
it does mean that there really is a time and 
place for it. Sometimes you just don't 
want a bunch of guys yelling at you about 
pistols and diamonds. Sometimes you 
do 

The album tends to be fairly formulaic 
in parts, though never really to the point 
of being unenjoyable. The exception to 
this is “Number One Spot,” which name 
drops Austin Powers’ characters over 
Quincy Jones’ “Soul Bossa Nova,” or the 
Austin Powers theme, as it's more com- 
monly known. Or “My Definition of a 
Boombastic Jazz Style,” as it sadly is not 
And a lot of the songs run a little too long 

But he makes up for it by deft wordplay 
and a sharp wit. He even gives a shout out 
to Willie Nelson in “Large Amounts,” a 
song about the unwanted attention that 
comes from a bloated bank balance. It’s 
an amusing track, and it captures the 
mood of the album pretty accurately. 
Here's a rapper who's capable of making 

a sincere connection with his audience, so 
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much so that he can get you on his side 
even when bemoaning the trials and tribu- 
lations of excessive wealth. But it’s han- 
dled with enough humour and skill that it 
works. And the huge hooks and beats of

Osirus: the Official Mixtape

\'LL BE HONEST; { REALLY WASN'T EXPECTING TO 
be writing about a new Of’ Dirty Bastard 
album quite so soon. | mean, is his body 
even cold yet? Shit, it’s not like they even 
needed the money. Or maybe they did. | 
suppose it’s quite conceivable that he 
managed to rack up more than a few mas- 
sive debts before he took whatever it was 
that killed him. 

Osirus is full of sub-par grandstanding 
and transparent grief, and all of Dirty’s 
parts sound thoroughly edite¢—not at all 
the way he’s meant to be heard. A lot of 
guests drop in to flesh out the skeletal 
frames of the songs, and with the excep- 
tion of some brief skits by Rahzel, not one 
stands out as adding anything to the mix, 
or sufficiently complimenting the manic 
style of ODB. But then the tracks that fea- 
ture him on his own are fairly mediocre by 
all accounts. Obviously there's a rough 
charm to some of them, as was the nature 
of his personality, but there's also a sense 
of weariness to the proceedings. He 
seems to be going through the motions of 
what was expected of him, warble and all. 
The beats are instantly forgettable, but 
such is the nature of the mixtape—no 
expectations, right? Well, not quite. If you 
release a clearly knocked-off album and 
call it by a different name, it doesn't 
change the poor quality of the content. 

The mixtape format.can be pretty 
unforgivable as far as merchandizing 
goes. | mean, what is this supposed to be 
anyway? A teaser for an OI' Dirty Bastard 
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album? Just listen to how unnecessary 
that sounds. Don’t tell me this is mas- 
querading under the guise of some kind of 
tribute. And while I'm at it, what the fuck 
do you mean, bonus tracks? If it’s the first 
run of an album, they're just called tracks. 
Just because they are at the end of the 
album doesn't mean they achieve some 
kind of bonus status. 

The whole thing is kind of pathetic. If 
he'd been alive and released something of 
this standard, it would have probably been 
swept quickly under the rug, and we'd go 
back to forgetting about him, occasionally 
reading about his troubles in the news. As 
one of his last statements, it’s pretty 
under-whelming.

LOW 

The Great Destroyer 
(Sub Pop)

FROM THE BEGINNING, CALLING LOW A ROCK 
band made for an awkward fit. At an often 
glacial pace, at times more in service of 
atmosphere than songs, Low have carved 
out one of the past decade's most impres- 
sive catalogues. It's become hard to imag- 
ine anyone else pulling off such stubborn, 
patient beauty. 

For The Great Destroyer, however, Low 
have made a surprise move from their 
long-term label Kranky (known more for 
experimental drone than typical bands) to 
Seattle’s Sub Pop, and retreated to pro- 
ducer Dave Fridmann's (Flaming Lips, 
Mercury Rev, Mogwai) studio in the 
Catskills. They've re-emerged with an 
album encapsulating everything they're 
great at, showing off some new sonic 
tricks under Fridmann's mad-wizard hand 
and, in the process (strange as it sounds), 
rocking. 

Itall opens with Fridmann’s patented 
cavernous drums and the fuzz-bass-led 
strum of “Monkey,” then straight into 
“California,” easily their most radio-friend- 





ly moment (even though the song is about 
moving one's farm to warmer climes, it’s 
gota killer riff and beat you can dance to). 
Elsewhere, Low sound downright scary. 
Always masters of menacing build, here 
they occasionally get nasty. 

Don't fret. Low are still the masters of 
melancholic pop. “Cue The Strings” floats 
atop a lovely, blurred minor key, while 
“Step” jogs along like a “Seasons In The 
Sun” rewrite that’s just as hard to get out 
of your head (and doubly as fun thanks to 
those driving handclaps). “Walk Into The 
Sea” takes things towards Motown, all 
echo, reverb and movement, Mimi Parker 
cooing in the background. 

To say The Great Destroyer hasn't been 
prophesized in baby steps over Low’s past 
two albums would be a lie—most defi- 
nitely in 2002's Trust it has. However, 
given last autumn’s clearing-the-decks 
rarities box-set collection A Lifetime of 
Temporary Relief, a short stadium tour 
opening for Radiohead in the US, and the 
ease with which one can imagine the likes 
of “California” making its way onto the air- 
waves at large, it’s the first step into 
a grand new direction.

If the alt-rock mantra of the early ’90s 
was “kill yr idols,” then the rallying call of 
the 00s appears to be “respect yr 
elders.” Not that Marianne Faithfull is 
that much older than Nick 
Cave (cf. Jack White vs. 
Loretta Lynn), but con- g) 
sidering the different eras fe 
from which they original- | 
ly sprang, their appear- 
ances on the pop-culture 
Continuum may as well 
be measured in epochs. 
Yet Cave and PJ Harvey, 
who team as co-writers and co-produc- 
ers of Faithfull’s latest, Before the Poison 
(Anti-), are ideal suitors for the gravel- 
lunged Madame. 

Neither of their compositions here 
would be out of place on albums of their 
own. Harvey employs that trademark 
skeletal strumming of hers that builds 
and builds tension before hushing into 
dramatic recesses, and one needn't peek 
at the liner credits to discern which 
tracks bear Cave's mark—the melodra- 
matic, funereal instrumentation of his co- 
compositions speak for themselves. But 
the source of life, death, love, deceit, 
bewilderment, and hope that comes from 
these songs owes completely to that 
voice of Faithfull’s, that scarred rasp 
which is by turns weary and empower- 
ing. Whether it’s a good or bad omen to 
begin the year on such a stark and vis- 
ceral note remains to be seen, but some- 
how it seems more than appropriate.

WHEN THE SUSHI CRAVING HITS, 
there's no denying the allure of The 
Mikado. Its venerable treasure-trove 
of Japanese culinary delights identi- 
fies the downtown restaurant as a 
place one must revisit. Edmonton's 
oldest Japanese restaurant is still an 
overwhelmingly popular haunt for 
all those who favour bento boxes, 
robato, noodle bowls, and the afore- 
mentioned sushi and sashimi. 

Upon entering, the diner is pre- 
sented with a bright, elegant and 
comfortable dining room equipped 
with sizable tables; comfortable, 
heavy, metal chairsjand several seat- 
ing choices: the sushi bar, the dining 
room and the tatami rooms. 

On the first visit, we chose to sit 
in a private tatami room. Despite 
being a bit of a scramble to settle 
into, the rooms are bright and airy, 
furnished with nicely padded 
seats—an important consideration 
if one is going to indulge ina 
sushi/sashimi marathon. 

Drinks were easy—a flask of hot 
sake, and after perusing the menu, 
we settled on the Sushi Deluxe 
Combo and the Sashimi Deluxe 
combo. 

Lest you think this sounds a bit 
pedestrian, allow me to assure you 
that the platters are sublime in their 
simplicity. Buttery salmon, velvety 
tuna, the delicate sweetness of scal- 
lops, chewy yet tender squid. The 
maki—a delicate balance of the 
iodine flavour of nori and the sub- 
tlety of tuna—and even the normal- 
ly strong-tasting oily mackerel were 
fresh and delicate. The sushi rice

woods, told from the perspective of four different char 
acters: a bandit (Toshird Mifune), a woman (Machiko 
Ky6), her husband (Masayuki Mori), and a woodcutter 
(Takashi Shimura). Only two things about the incident 
seem to be clear: the woman was raped and her hus 
band is now dead. However, the other elements radi 
cally differ as the four participants and/or witnesses 
relate their own stories (with the dead man, eerily 
enough, speaking through a medium). As each account 
is revealed, what seemed black and white turns to vari- 
ous hues of grey, leading to surprising and confound:
